The laws of I1'ranee anil (iermnny 


make it discretionary to redeem their 
paper money in gold or silver coin. They 
protect thutr gold by refusing lo pay i't 
out for (ixnort, but answer all who'de- 
maiid gold for export by offering ihem 
silver, and thus maintain the parity of 
the two metals. France has more than 
twice na much silver as the Unit oil 
States per capita, and maintains the 
parity of gold and silver at a rate of 
$1.33 an ounce for silver by using silver 
as money uml refusing lo pay out gold 
for export. Thn United Slates alone, of 
all the nations of the earth, accommo- 
dates exporters of gold to the injury of 
her own people. Cleveland cannot at- 
tribute thin to thu Sherman act, and he 
was careful to omit the mandatory pro- 
visions requiring the socretarv of Ihe 
treasury to coin silver lo provide for the 
redemption of iioies. 
Cleveland does 


not explain how $148,000,000 of legal 
lender treasury notes issued under Ihe 
act have caused this panic, nor how Hie 
country would Vie relieved bv withdraw- 
ing that amount from circulation. The 
only relief proposed by him is to make 
less money by stopping the issuance of 
treasury notes and 
adopting a gold 


standard, in the hope that foreigners 
might lend us money for the present, on 
J he certainty of taking all our property 
in the future.
